Treasurer’s Report 


If you compare the 1983 and 1984 bud- 
gets, you will see only a few differences. 
The Education expense is considerably high- 
er since we are planning to run more class- 
es and will therefore need more classrooms. 


We have increased the budget for the Christ- 


mas Party as we expect rates to rise next 
year. 

On the income side, we are planning on 
about 300 members, a significant income 
from auctions and $300 from Carrier ads. 

If our income and expense items are as 
shown, we will need to use some of our cash 
reserve to make up the difference. I should 
note that the preliminary balance for 1983 
Shows only a small deficit to be covered 
from cash surplus, much less than the $310 
budgeted. This is possible despite reduced 
income since the CARRIER expenses for 1983 
were lower than projected. 

In summary, to be able to provide the 
brograms and activities we would like for 
next year we all need to help insure that 
Our income sources meet the objectives. 
Encourage new hams and non-members to join 
the club, support the auctions with good 
saleable gear, your help, and then buy 
Things.

SPACE SHUTTLE NEWS 
Submitted by WB6EZI 


Operating from the shack of Rick 
(WB6EXI), operators from East County made 
a serious effort to contact Owen Garriott 
(WSLFL) aboard Columbia. Operating the 
3000 watt (ERP) OSCAR station in the effort 
were WB6EZI, N6EJU, KE6RV, KAGYDY, N6FCI 
(and Vicki), KA6UAN, KA6YJK, KA6QGV, and 
WBOJGV. 

Video and tracking information was be- 
ing fed to the group from Mike WB6FBI and 
Don WONKF. 

Initial contact with the shuttle came 
on Wednesday afternoon, Nov. 30, (12-1-83 
@ 0233z) with the clearest audio heard in 
the Bay Area. Signals were 20 to 40 db 
over S9 and were even heard on a hand- 
held held horizontally. A tape recording 
of the efforts clearly hear Owen describ- 
ing his status and the efforts of the crew 
to roll the spacecraft in order that Owen's 
antenna would be pointed toward the ground. 
His initial contact with WA1JUXN was clear- 
ly heard by the group. 

While direct contact with the Spacecraft 
during the operation failed, it is hoped 
that the tape recordings of the mission 
will reveal that the group's efforts did 
not go without some success. We are all 
anxiously awaiting the published calls of 
those stations heard on his tape. 

QSL cards and a copy of the tape are be- 
ing sent to the ARRL in order for the 
group to receive at least one-way QSL 
cards from Owen.

Che President's Comer... 


I would like to begin this column by 
thanking all of the members who have in 
the past year contributed of their time and 
energy toward making the Club the success 
that it is. The tradition of service which 
the Club has maintained, and which has led 
to repeated ARRL "Club of the Year" awards, 
is outstanding, and is something which de- 
pends on the efforts of all rather than of 
any one person. I have always been proud 
to be a part of this tradition, and have © 
gotten a sense of satisfaction from the 
personal contributions which I have been 
able to make to maintaining it. 

Especially to be recognized for the time 
and effort they have put into 1983 are our 
past President and Secretary, Bob and Car- 
Oolyn Dahl. I know from experience that at 
the time a person holding office hears 
most from people who aren't happy, and that 
it takes a little time for the irritants 
to be forgotten and the achievements to 
take their place in memory. I think that. 
it is time for everyone to recognize how 
often Bob and Carolyn "stood in" to accom- 
plish what was necessary. As relative new- 
comers to the Club, and coming up from the 
Livermore Valley, they shouldered a lot of 
responsibility, and made things work. 

1984 has opportunities which the Club 
and our hobby have not had before. The 
policy of self-administration which the 
Government and the FCC have adopted for bud- 
getary reasons gives us the chance to do 
things about problems which we have only 
been able to gripe about in the past. I 
note that the FCC has taken the position 
that operation on amateur-sanctioned repea- 
ter channels is malicious interference, and 
Subject to legal penalty. Everyone is aware 
that volunteer license examining is a real- 
ity. I think that clubs such as ours can 
and should assume responsibility for prov- 
iding examiners and for being the "eyes 
and ears" of the FCC in keeping amateur ra- 
dio an opportunity for education and friend- 
ship, and free of those who would use it for 
their own spiteful purposes. 

Finally, the past few years has seen a 
change in the way new people are attracted 
into the hobby. The Citizen's Band craze 
has moderated somewhat, and the flow of 
people from CB who wanted to upgrade their 
skills and abilities has slowed. On the 
other hand, the frontiers of the hobby have, 
with services like the sattelites, slow scan 
TV and AMTOR, become more technically com- 
plex and demanding of education. 


I became interested in the hobby as a 
boy of 8, when my next door neighbor was 
qualifying for a commercial license. That. 
interest led to study and experiment as a 
teenager. I think that all of us recognize 
that self-motivated efforts as are needed 
to fully realize the educational potential 
of the hobby are difficult from young adult- 
hood until retirement, and that the best 
policy is to "get "em while they're young." 
I hope to complete my year as President with 
the tradition and the means for attracting 
young people into the hobby fully in place 
and effective. 

The Club runs on its Committee Chairmen, 
as there is just too much for any one person 
to do. Probably only the old dimers know 
what the Committees are, and they have 
changed from time to time along with the 
functions of the Club. Some people who 
held these jobs have indicated that they 
will continue, but I would like to hear © 
From anyone who is interested in helping, 
as well as those who would like to lead.

FCC Heeds Ham Operators, Drops Plan for 
Easy Test 
Washington 

The Federal Communications Commission, 
in a complete reversal, abandoned yesterday 
a proposal to create a new type of amateur 
radio license that could be obtained with- 
out knowing Morse Code. 

The decision was approved by a unanimous 
vote although the agency voted unanimously 
last January 20 to propose the so-called 
"No-Code" license. 

"T strongly recommend we retain the code 
(requirements) and bury the concept of 'No- 
Code'", said Robert S Foosaner, the head 
of the Private Radio Bureau. "I think the 
public comments made clear that the code 
should be required of all (amateur applicants) 

According to Foosaner, the FCC's pro- 
posal last January generated more than 5000 
public comments, "running 20 to 1 against 
the proposal." Even groups representing the - 
handicapped, who presumably could have ben- 
efited from a relaxation of the code require- 
ments, opposed the proposal as unnecessary, 
and contended that handicapped amateurs 
were proud of their mastery of Morse Code, 
he said. 

Ham licenses have never been easy to of - 
tain because an applicant must not only dis- 
play technical knowledge but also must pass 
a Morse Code telegraphy test. Novices must 
be able to send and receive five words per 
minute in the dot-dash system; the top li- 
cense requires 20 words per minute. 

Last January, under the leadership of 
James C. McKinney, the Private Radio Bureau 
persuaded the agency to propose a No-Code 
license as a means of attracting more young 
people into the amateur radio service. Mc- 
Kinney, who is now the chief of the Mass 
Media Bureau, argued it was incongruous 
that the amateur radio service was not grow- 
ing very rapidly at a time when millions of 
young people were becoming interested in 
electronics. 

Opponents argued that knowledge of Morse 
Code is essential not only as a standard 
for issuing licenses to qualified indivi- 
duals but also because of the need to rely 
on Morse Code during natural disasters or 
emergencies. Asséciated Press
